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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


The  1!)41  fire  season  was  the  worst  on  record  in  tlie 
State  of  New  Hampsliire.  More  fires  occurred,  more  area 
was  burned  over,  greater  damage  was  done  to  our  wood- 
lands, higher  losses  were  sustained  in  other  real  property 
burned  and  the  cost  of  suppressing  fires  was  greater. 

There  wall,  perhaps,  never  be  more  ideal  conditions  for 
fire  than  existed  in  1941.  A  scarcity  of  rain  left  the 
forests  in  a  highly  inflammable  condition.  The  accompany- 
ing high  Avinds  spread  fires  with  almost  lightning  rapidity 
through  tiie  j)arched  forest  lands.  These  conditions, 
coupled  with  human  carelessness,  made  1941  outstanding 
in  the  state's  forest  fire  record. 

As  we  approach  the  1942  fire  season,  we  wonder  just 
what  may  be  in  store  for  us.  The  woodlands  are  in  as 
critical  condition  as  they  were  last  year,  if  not  more  so. 
Blown  down  trees  still  clutter  sizeable  acreages  of  our 
woodland  areas;  the  increased  tempo  in  lumbering  opera- 
tions due  to  war  demands  are  each  day,  adding  to  the 
fire  hazard  an  ever  increasing  number  of  acres  of  slash 
land;  and  v/e  face  the  coming  fire  season  with  greatly  re- 
duced personnel,  due  to  the  shifting  of  men  from  our 
small  communities  into  the  armed  forces  of  the  country 
and  into  defense  industries.  If,  however,  everyone  will 
be  careful,  if  they  will  follow  the  rules  and  regulations 
laid  down  for  the  use  of  fire  in  and  around  woodlands, 
much  of  our  difficulties  will  be  eliminated  —  our  fires  kept 
few  in  number  with  a  consequent  saving  of  expense  to 
town  and  state. 

There  are  so  many  possibilities  for  trouble  this  year  it 
will  requir<^  the  whole  hearted  and  patriotic  cooi)eration 
of  everyone  concerned  if  we  are  to  avoid  serious  difficul- 
ties. Persons  hostile  to  the  best  interests  of  our  country 
and  subnormal  individuals  affected  by  the  excitement  of 
the  times  may  easily  cause  tremendous  confusion  and  dis- 
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ruption  of  local  activities  by  deliberately  starting  fires  in 
our  woodlands.  Suspicious  circumstances  connected  with 
every  fire  should  be  made  known  to  the  proper  authori- 
ties. Wardens  and  Deputies  are  being  instructed  this 
year  to  investigate  all  fires  carefully.  Parties  at  fault 
will  be  held  strictly  responsible.  AVith  our  forces  weak- 
ened, it  becomes  more  necessary  for  everyone  to  comply 
with  regulations  which  have  been  set  up  to  govern  the  use 
of  fire  in  our  woodlands.    These  are  briefly  as  follows : 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden 
to  burn  brush  or  other  debris  in  or  near  woodlands,  or 
where  fire  may  be  communicated  to  such  lands,  once  the 
snow  has  left  the  ground.  Violation  of  this  requirement 
makes  the  responsible  party  liable 

a.  To  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00  or  imprisonment 
of  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

b.  To  the  town  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  warden 
in  attending  or  extinguishing  such  fire. 

c.  For  damage  to  abutting  owners  if  fire  runs  upon 
abutter's  property. 

2.  DON'T  drop  or  throw  from  any  vehicle  while  same 
is  upon  a  public  highAvay  or  private  way  and 

DON'T  drop,  throw  or  otherAvise  deposit  on  or  near 
woodlands  any  lighted  match,  cigar,  cigarette,  live 
ashes  or  any  other  substance  liable  to  cause  a  fire. 

Violation  of  these  prohibitions  penalizes  whoever 
is  found  guilty  with  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $25.00. 

3.  DON'T  fail  to  promptly  notify  your  local  warden 
of  any  fires  you  see.

The  Charles  F.  Hammond  Cemetery  grading,  seeding 
and  fence  repairing  was  taken  care  of  by  Ai  Hammond. 
The  stones  were  recut  and  cleaned  by  Mr.  Comolli.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  tlie  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bow  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

Last  September  an  additional  teacher  was  engaged  when 
the  school  at  South  Bow  was  reopened.  For  this  position 
we  secured  the  services  of  Miss  Alice  Timms  of  Boston, 
a  graduate  of  the  State  Teachers'  College  at  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

During  the  past  year,  Miss  Helen  Cole,  Miss  Rachel 
Kendrick,  and  Miss  Bernice  Stinson  have  studied  at  Keene 
Teachers'  College  Summer  School.  Miss  Cole  and  Miss 
Stinson  have  also  taken  an  extension  course  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Concord  teachers  during  the  fall.  The  efforts 
teachers  make  for  improvement  are  very  commendable. 
Our  teaching  force  is  composed  of  persons  Avell  trained 
professionally  and  competent  in  the  execution  of  their 
work. 

The  enrollment  last  year  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table 
at  the  end  of  this  report  was  153.  This  year  to  date  151 
have  been  enrolled,  showing  no  great  change.  These  two 
enrollments  however,  are  greater  than  those  of  previous 
years.  The  school  buildings  are  filled  to  capacity  so  that 
if  the  school  population  continues  to  increase,  new  space 
will  be  necessary.  This  is  particularly  true  at  Bow  Mills 
where  the  building  is  already  somewhat  crowded. 

Last  year  26  boys  and  girls  graduated  from  the  eighth 
grade.  Of  this  number  22  have  entered  high  school.  We 
now  have  59  Bow  pupils  enrolled  in  high  school  in  Con- 
cord.    The  number  next  year  should  be  about  the  same. 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  the  past  year. 
New  books  have  replaced  out  dated  and  worn  ones.  All 
schools  have  been  equipped  with  the  most  modern  of  first 
grade  reading  material.  The  Mills  school  has  been  sup- 
])\\ed  with   new   arithmetics   in   all   grades.      Grades   six, 
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seven,  and  eight  have  been  furnished  English  literature 
books  which  they  badly  needed.  The  eighth  grade  has 
been  equipped  with  grammar  books.  A  work  table  and 
chairs  have  been  added  to  the  equipment  at  the  Mills. 

Schools  will  be  affected  in  many  ways  by  war  condi- 
tions. War  is  no  respecter  of  individual  needs.  Already 
there  is  a  shortage  of  teachers.  The  draft  and  defense 
boom  with  inflated  living  costs,  which  compel  low  sal- 
aried teachers  to  accept  better  Avages  in  business  and  in- 
dustry, are  responsible  for  this.  The  result  is  keener 
competition  everywhere  to  secure  and  keep  good  teachers. 
Looking  beyond  the  immediate  danger  to  our  children's 
educational  welfare,  we  must  realize  that  effective  edu- 
cation is  the  bulwark  of  democracy  in  the  future.  When 
our  young  people  leave  our  schools  to  take  their  places 
in  society  we  want  them  to  be  well  equipped  to  face  the 
competition  of  modern  living.  Under  these  circumstances 
we  should  endeavor  to  keep  good  teachers  as  replace- 
ments will  be  difficult. 

The  cost  of  textbooks  and  supplies  has  already  in- 
creased. Shortages  in  materials  are  developing.  We  may 
have  to  spend  a  little  more  for  books  and  supplies.  At 
the  same  time  we  must  try  to  conserve  on  their  use  by 
steady  eft'ort  to  eliminate  an}^  waste  or  abuse  of  ma- 
terials. 

True  patriotism  can  be  shown  by  teachers  and  pupils 
alike  in  making  the  most  of  what  we  have  and  doing  the 
best  job  possible  in  the  face  of  difficulties. 

The  cooperation  being  shown  by  parents,  other  citizens, 
and  members  of  the  school  organization  is  of  great  value 
to  our  schools  and  is  very  much  appreciated.
